PETITION TO CORRECT THE FILING DATE AND 
DATE-IN DISCREPANCY UNDER 37 C.F.R. g 1.10(c) 



SIR: 

Pursuant to 37 C.F.R. § 1.10(c), Applicants hereby petition to correct the filing date 
for the above-identified national phase application from "03 May 2005" to —04 May 2005— 
in view of the following facts: 

The above-identified national phase was filed in the United States Patent and 
Trademark Office ("USPTO") by "Express Mail Post Office to Addressee" service on 04 
May 2005 (Label No. EV 320 194 842 US). In reviewing the Express Mail Label recently 
received from the U.S. Postal Service, Applicants noted that although the hand-written "Date- 
In" portion of the label indicates an incorrect 03 May 2005 date, the reverse side of the label 
is stamped correctly —04 May 2005—. Apparently, the postal clerk erroneously entered the 
03 May 2005 as the date of deposit. A copy of the Express Mail Label, showing both sides of 
the label, is enclosed (see Item A).

The Return Receipt Postcard was prepared by docket personnel and dated by hand on 
04 May 2005. However; 1 the Return Receipt Postcard bearing the USPTO acknowledgement 
stamp with the incorrect filing date of 03 May 2005 was recently received by the undersigned 
(see enclosed (Item B) photocopy of postcard). Applicants believe that the USPTO based the 
filing date solely on the information contained on the face of the Express Mail Label, but did 
not notice the discrepancy between the hand-written information on the face of the label and 
the stamped date on the back of the label. 

In addition, a copy of the signed Transmittal Letter to the United States 
Designated/Elected Office (DO/EO/US) Concerning a Filing Under 35 U.S.C. 371, indicating 
the Express Mail Label No. EV 320 194 842 US, dated 04 May 2005, is also enclosed 
herewith (see Item C). 

In view of the above, it is respectfully submitted that the filing date of 03 May 2005, 
as shown on the date stamped postcard received from the USPTO, is incorrect. It is therefore 
respectfully requested that the filing date be corrected on all USPTO records to reflect the 
correct Filing Date of 04 May 2005.
